~The Ijos represents to-day the ruling peo- 
| ple of the extreme lower Niger, of Brass, 


‘lof New Calabar, Bonny and Opobo. In 


times past they were fanatic adherents of 
a savage type of animistic religion. Like 
the majority of the Africans, they did not 
know or conceive of the existence of one 
supreme. God, but embodied a number of 
natural principles in the forms of certain 
‘animals, orin a concrete representation of 
}““fetishes’? orfaols: 


Each little community had its *‘totem,’’ or 
sacred animal, in whose species the ances- 
tral spirit—the goul of the tribe, so to 
speak—was supposed. to dwell. Thus in 
Brass they worshiped the python snake; in 
Bonny the monitor lizard. Only nine or 
ten years ago this animal worship was so 
real that the British authorities in the Oil 
Rivers were compelled to afford it a cer- 
tain amount of recognition. Eurvpeans 
were forbidden to kill the sacred lizard of 
Bonny, or the still more sacred. serpent of 
Brass, and were heavily fined byt 
sul if they infringed this prohibit, 


ton & Cookson’s firm found a large python 
in his house and killed it When the mis- 
deed oecame known the Brass people made 
a descent on the factory, dragged the agent 
out ofthe house onto the beach, tied him 
up by his thumbs, spatin his mouth, and 
inflicted other indignities on him. Then 
they broke open the store, and took out 
£20 worth of goods, which they confiscated. 
The British consul, hearing of the {disturb- 
ance, arrived in Brass, considered the case, 
and was unable to afford the agent any re- 
dress, because he was supposed to have 
brought the punishment upon himself, 

At Bonny the monitor lizards became a 
sickening nuisance. They devoured the 
Europeans’ fowls, turkeys, ducks and geese 
with impunity; they might lie across the 
road or doorways of houses with their six 
feet of length, and savagely lash the shins 
of people who attempted to pass them with 
their whip-like serrated tails, and if you 
wounded or killéd one of them, there was 
no end of a to-do. You’ were assaulted or 
robbed by the natives, harangued by the 
Consul on. board of aman of war, and pos- 
sibly fined into the bargain. 

In other parts of the delta it might be the 
shark, or the crocodile, or some water-bird 
that was worshiped, but nowhere was this 
zoolatry carried to greater leugths than at 
Bonny and Brass. For its effectual abolish- 
ment, which has been‘of the greatest benefit 
to the well-being of Europeans and natives 


alike, we ewe ourthanks not to the inter- 


vention of navat or consular officials, nor to 
the bluff remonstrances of traders, but tothe 
quiet, unceasing labors of the agents of the 
Church Missionary Society, who, by win- 
ning the natives from these absurd prac- 
tices, have brought about such a change of 
affairs that now the python is promptly 
killed at Brass whenever it makes its ap- 
pearance, and the monitor lizard is rele- 
gated to the woods and swamps. Indeed, 
as regards the latter animal, there was 
rather a curious revolution of feeling. 
About four years ago, when Bonny Town 
was infested with numbers of these great, 
sluggish lizards, the missionaries screwed 
the courage of the Bonny converts (who 
then meant almost the entire population of 
the place) to the sticking point. A grand 
slaughter of lizards was arranged to take 
place on Easter Sunday. As soon as the 
morning bells of the mission church rang 
out a large number of Bonny men and 
boys armed themselves with matchets and 
sticks and commenced the slaughter of the 
lizards. By the end of the day there was 
not one left alive in the town, and so great 
were the numbers slaughtered that the 
stench almost brought about a sickness, and 
for four or five days the town was unap- 


proachable. 
But in slaughtering the lizards much else 
of the old superstition seemed to go, and 


a turning towards better things on the part 
of the Bonny people. A change almost sim- 
larly abrupt put an end to the python wor- 
ship at Brass. Before that time, if a 
python seized a child in the street in its 
coils and slavered it with its vicious saliva, 
the mother—so far from interfering to save 
it—must stand ,.by and call out her thanks,. 
and summon her friends and relatives to 
rejoice with her that the god-python had so 
honored her family as to devour her child.

| THE RESCUED PASSENGERS. 


liow They were Transferred from 
the + inking Ship. 


A Philadelphia dispatch of the 22d 
inst, contains the following graphic 
account of the reacne of the Dan- 
mark’s passengers: The stearner Mis- 
sourt has arrived here with 365 of the 
passengers of the ill-fated steamer 
Danwark. Captain Hamilton Murrill, 
commander of the Missouri, furnishes 
the following statement: ‘‘ We left 
Londen with a general cargo for our 
first trip to Philadelphia Mareh 28th. 
On April 5th we sighted the steamer 
Danmark flying a signal of distress. 
We bore down. on the steamer and 
found her disabled. Captain Knua- 
sen, her commander, reported that the 
tail end of his shaft was broken, and 
he wished me to take the vessel to} 
New York. Owing to the state of the 
weather, and because of the fact that 1 
was not prepared to accoin modate such | 
anuinber of people, 1 declined to ae- 
cede to his request, but offered instead 
to tow his vessel to the néarest port. 
: This offer Captain Knudsen accepted. 

RESCUING THE PASSENGERS. 

“At7 a.m. the Danmark signaled: 
‘We are leaking considerably. There 
is now three feet of water in the alft- 
hold, and gaining rapidly.’ I asked 
what should L:do, and the signal came, 
‘Keep on towing.’ Two hours later 
the Danmark again signaled us: ‘Dan- 
mark is sinking. We must.aband n 
the ship. Will you take our passen- 
gers?’ Without a monyrent’s hesita- 
tion I signaled back: ‘Yes; I will 
take all on board and do the best I 
can.’ I then cut the tow-line and we 
dropped down to the Danmark. Chiel 
Otlicer Glenn of that vessel came on 
board the Missouri and informed me 
of the condition of his ship. He said 


j the best interests of those on the ship 


Captain Knudsen bad decided that for 


it would be better to abandon her and 

get all the people on board the Mis- 

souri while there was plenty of time. 
A WORK OF GREAT DIFFICULTY. 

‘‘A heavy swell wax running during 
all of this terrible day, making the 
work of removing the people from the 
sinking ship one of great; difficulty, 
and it was only by the hardest kind of 


work that we were able to avoid at- | 
cidents to both the people and the 
boats. The women and children were 


removed first, and aiter them the male 
passengers and crew. At 2 P. M. we 
finished the work of transferring the 
passengers, having consumed nearly 
five hotrs, and getting everybody, 
with the exception of the officers, 
saiely on. the Missouri without a single 
accident of any kind. An hour later 
the barometer began falling, and 1} 
sent word to Captain Knudsen and} 
his officers to leave the ship and come 
on board the Missouri, and after get- 
ting some provisions from the Dan- 
mark, which had now settled very per- 
ceptibly in the water, that vessel was 
finally abandoned, Captain Knudsen 
being the last to leave the ship. I 
then counted heads and found that we 
had, in addition to our own crew of 45 
men, 669 passengers, and determined 
to make for the Azores Islands. I ex- 
pressed my determination to the Cap- 
tain of the Danmark, and he agreed 
that this was the best course to pursue. 

“On April 10 we arrived at St 
Michael’s. On April 11 we landed 


Danmark, incliding Captain Knud- 
sen, at St. Michael’s. We sailed from 
St. Michael’s with 365 people from the 
Danmark, including eight of the crew 
of that. »essel,’’

It is astonishing that as enter- 
prising a county as Washoe with 
the greatest mountains in the | 
world for snow on one side 
and the loviiest valley land 
on the other has never tested 
the artesian well proposition. 
There is every reason to believe it 
would be a success, and if asuccess 
at all it would be a big success, on 
account of the pecaliar conditions. 
In the first place the rock forma-. 
tions are much more favorable 
than further east. At White 
Plains the well sunk by the rail- 
road over twenty-three hun- 
dred feet deep, was in Java full of 
cracks and with no possible show 
for regular strata leading up to the 
snow belt where the water must 
come from. Here the rock is seci- 
mentary, at least in very large 
sections, and the wells would lie 
right under the big mountains so 
that the chance to get a .“ gusher” | 
would be excellent. Our valleys 
are much lower than Sierra Valley 
where wells are found under the 
clay in abundance. The land in 
Lemmons Valley, Spanish Springs 
and elsewhere is not the rough, 
boulder beds the first settlers had 
to clear up and level, but smooth 
beds of. soil or. handsome 
benches, which would be ready 
for the plow as soon as the brush 
was cleared off.

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THE CATTLE RANGES. 


Seber Second Thought Shows 2 
Better Prespect. 

Those who depend upon mother 
earth direct, are more easily scared 
than any classof business men and 
the farming classes are proverbial 
grumblers at the weather. It is going 
to be.a drouth unfil the rain sets in 
then it is sure to be a flood. Nearly 
every year the cattle men, the wool 
growers, the grain producers or the 
farmers, some, or all of them, see ruin 
staring them in the face. There is no 
way that can be seen that they can 
get ont but when the time. comes 
they do get out, for nature after all is 
kind and very seldom cleans up a 
good manager or industrious farmer 
who exercises ordinary. prudence and 
industry. 

These moralizings are the result of 
a number of interviews with well in- 
formed cattle men, like George Rus- 
sell, Judge Bigelow, John Sparks and 
Orlando North, who say that the situa- 
tion is not so very bad as many people 
imagine in their business. Mr. Sparks 
particularly says his range and his 
cattle never were in better shape. 
The ‘winter was. warm and no cattle 
died. The calf crop was large and the 
'apring féed excellent and abundant. 
Mr. North says, that while it is true 
that the Little Humboldt that waters 
Paradise Valley is néarly dry, yet 
summer feed is not bad and his range 
is not destroyed by,any means. Rock 
Creek which runs through “the big 
ranges of North, Russe]l & Bradlev 
and Dunphy has as much water as it 
had at this time one year ago or two 
years ago. Willow. Creek has plenty 
of water and good feed. The cattle 
have not been moved and are not 


likely to be from the Clover Valley 
range where they have run for four 


ears. 

Mr. Russell informed the @iserrs 
that the Idaho range was in good shape 
and they have taken a good many 
cattle there from the Battle Mouhtain 
— as they do every year to fatten 
for the Chi market. There is still 
a good deal of feed on their ranges and 
their Loon. thus far are light. By 
driving to Idaho, Montana or Wyo. 
ming they get lots of good feed and 
strike a strong market many times 
when the coast is stocked with beef 
und sales dull. Scott & Co., Byrne 
Bros. and Sparks & Tinnin do the 
same nearly every year, and it acts as 
a safety valve when the Nevada ranges 
are overstocked ordry. This allows 
the cattle that remain much better 
picking and a chance to get through 
that would be cut off if all the cattle 
stayed. 

Judge Bigelow has letters from his 


{foreman which say that horses and 


cattle are fat and the range looking as 
well as ever. If there are summer 
rains to make feed for next winter all 
will be well. Elko county has more 
summer rains than any other part of 
Nevada usually. The outlook for hay is 
not entirely gloomy either. Grayson 
and Hinckley at Beowawe will get a 
deal. Many side valleys, like 
Clover, Star, Ruby and Lamoille in 
Elko county will oe more or less hay. 
Marzen at Lovelock has a sure thing 
if the papers report his big well cor- 
rectly, and that will leave river water 
for his neighbors’ land, so that one big 
crop ought to be harvested there. The 
Truckee Meadows has fair prospects, 
and the feed in the Sierras is as good 
as itever was. Luke Tahoe is filling 
up, and the weather is turning off 
warm so the alfalfa fairly shoots up.
